Ont of Twelve Civil Cases—Two 


Remain to be Tried this 


Week. 


The first week of the November 


court presented the unusual, in that 
the entire week was devoted to the* 
trial of criminal cases. 


Com. 
vs. Archibald Nagle was the 


case on trial when we went to press 
last week. He was charged with sta- 
tutory rape on the information of 
Amos M. Sprenkle, father of girl upon 
whom crime was alleged to have been 
committed. The girl was of such fee- 
ble mind that she would say on the 
witness stand about anything the 
questioner desired agreeing with the 
one asking the question no matter 
how much the answer might be in- 
consistent with a previous statement. 
There was extended medical testimo- 
ny in the case. The defendant denied 
the charge and presented testimony 
to show an alibi. There was testi- 
mony to show good character as to 
chastity which the Commonwealth at- 
tacked in rebuttal with testimony to 
show that his character was not good. 
When defendant was asked whether 
he had not said to some one that he 
guessed he would have to go down the 
road, he got out of this situation by 
admitting that he had said it but that 
he always had poor luck and he was 
afraid his luck would be against him. 
The story of the mentally weak girl 
to a large extent was without corrobo- 
ration and the jury concluded the 
case with a verdict of not guilty. 


Com. 
vs. Clarence McCullough was 


next case and charged with similar 
offense as in preceding case, statutory 
rape, on information of Annie Palm, 
both colored. The girl was but 15 
years of age and had in court a babe. 
The case was fought from the start 
to finish and the story of the girl was 
not only attacked in a number of par- 
ticulars, but her conduct with other 
men was developed to such an extent 
that when the evidence was conclud- 
ed and defendant had put in an ab- 
solute denial, the court charged the 
jury, showing the weakness of the 
case of the Commonwealth. The jury 
retnrned a verdict of not guilty. 


The case ofTtom. vs. Mlfce""Uenag¥, 


Elias and Adam Rosenwitch, charged 
with larceny from person of Thomas 
Kohler, was next case tried and con- 
sumed some time as the defendants 
and one robbed were Hungarians and 
the court had to appoint an interpret- 
er to interpret the testimony to court 
and jury.

I. M. Rosenberg, of Harrisburg, who 
speaks a large number of languages 
as well as fluent English, and he per- 
formed his duties as interpreter with 
great satisfaction 
The case of the 


to all concerned. 
Commonwealth as 


presented by the District Attorney, 
developed the following facts. Thom- 
as Kohler worked in flint mill at As- 
pers and had been sleeping in the 
plant. on a pile of bags. One of the 
Rosenwitch men had been sleeping in 
the mill on floor above Kohler but on 
the night when robbery was commit- 
ted, he bad remained down stairs. 
Denage and the other Rosenwitch had 
slept in a shack not far from mill. 
Kohler had been saving his wages and 
had nearly two hundred dollars in his 
clothes. He was attacked by the men 
while asleep, one holding his feet and 
the other his head with hand over his 
eyes. 
They searched him and find- 


ing the money let Kohler go. In the 
struggle Kohler testified that by the 
light of a lamp from underneath the 
hand on his face he recognized his as- 
sailants. A boy in the shack witht 
two of the men had been threatened 
that if he told anything they would 
kill him. Two of the men after being 
in hiding the following day, came to 
Gettysburg, put up at the City Hotel 
and next morning took the Western 
Maryland train, buying tickets for 
New York City. This fact being learn- 
ed, the holders of the tickets sold here 
were arrested at Lancaster and re- 
turned to jail here. On them was found 
enough money to cover the amount 
taken from Kohler. allowing what was 
spent for two tickets. The third mem- 
ber of pp.rty remained in the neighbor- 
hood of Aspers for several days in 
hiding until caught. The theory was 
that he was TO watch developments

The defendants put in a deni- 


matches, one of them containing burnt 
matches and the other good matches. 
This is party who is suspected of caus- 
ing the recent fires in this place. He 
told the court he was born in Virginia 
and didn't know how he got in the 
Strang house. He was sentenced to 
three years in the Eastern Penitenti- 
ary. 


Coal Stealing. 


The three coal stealing cases which 


had been in court for some time were 
disposed of on Monday morning. Up- 
right Jackson and Lawrence Monroe 
appeared in court and entered pleas 
of guilty to coal stealing from the W. 
M. R. R. in March 1909. District At- 
torney Neely informed the court that 
neither had been in the court charged 
with any offense. Chas. S. Duncan, 
Esq., counsel for the railroad company 
drew the attention of the court to the 
fact that the railroad company had 
suffered heavy losses running into the 
thousands of dollars. 
In order to pro- 


tect the road from this loss they had 
been compelled to employ special of- 
ficer, paying him a salary, to get this 
protection. The loss had been very 
materially reduced and the stealing 
lad been very much less. Mr. Rob- 
irtson, General Manager of the rail- 
road, asked through the counsel that 
the situation be so dealt with that 
the stealing of coal will be discontinu- 
ed and as winter is coming on the de- 
predations will not begin. The rail- 
road yards are not being closely 
watched. Mr. Duncan said that the 
railroad authorities have reason to be- 
lieve that Baltimore colored men come 
to Gettysburg and go into business of 
stealing coal and selling it in Gettys- 
burg. The assertion was made that 
one man now in Gettysburg has his 
cellar full of coal, and every bit of it 
is believed to have been stolen. The 
railroad did not desire the court to 
be specially severe with the two men 
who had plead guilty, as their previ- 
ous reputations had been good, but 
that it wap desired that court do ut- 
most in its power to break up the 
stealing. 
J. Donald Swope, Esq., representing 


Upright Jackson and Lawrence Mun- 
rqe, stated that they were brother-in- 
laws and lived together. That the 
father of Jackson died at Hagerstown 
some time before the offense was com- 
mitted and he had borrowed money 
of Benj. Kindig to go to attend the fu- 
neral of his father and upon his re- 
turn had worked for Mr. Kindig to re- 
tpay t*wt-4o«»y By ^taason-of-this cir- 
cumstance he was out of money, house 
was cold and wife sick and one morn- 
ing between 10 and 11 o'clock he went 
with his brother-in-law along railroad 
to hunt for coal along the tracks and 
not finding any finally got up on car 
and took a bushel of coal. Both men 
have been industrious, hardworking 
citizens, Jackson now working at Ho- 
tel Gettysburg and Monroe at Globe 
Hotel, and as it was their first offense 
the court was asked to be lenient and 
were willing if coal stealing started 
up again and they did not do all they 
could to suppress it that they would 
come into court any time and take a 
sentence. 


Judge Swope

The Retail Merchants' Association 


held their regular monthly meeting on 
last Friday evening. The association 
had been meeting weekly for several 
months after organization but at meet- 
ing in October it was decided to hold 
monthly meetings on the first Friday 
of each month. The largest attend- 
ance at any meeting was present on 
list Friday evening and Vice Presi- 
dent Wm. F. Codori presided. Min- 
utes of previous meeting were read 
and approved. Communications were 
read, and reports were received from 
committees. 


The Railroad Committee reported

Wm. Stanton, who was found guilty 


by jury for coal stealing, the court 
said had aggravated his offense by 
swearing that he had not stolen any 
coal and was sentenced to two months 
in jail, a fine of $1 and the costs. 


Warning. 


The court at the conclusion of the 


sentencing announced that there seem- 
ed to be a misapprehension that steal- 
ing from a corporation was not the 
same serious character as from an in- 
dividual, but that the law recognized 
no such distinction. 
The court re- 


peated the warning that any one found 
guilty in the future of coal stealing 
will be sentenced to the State prison.

DR. SCHUFFER'S REPORT 


ON SCHOOLS FOR PAST YEAR 


WAS MADE LAST WEEK. 


Many Valuable Suggestions Had* 


Which Should Have Careful 


Consideration. 


Bute Superintendent of Public In- 


struction Nathan C. Scuaerler iu hit 
auuual report ou ine schools of the 
state which was laid before Wovercor 
Edwin 8. Stuart recently refers to the 
battle over the school code iu the Inat 
legislature as history, but intimate* 
that sooner or later tuauy of tbe mat- 
ters which were contained iu the fa- 
mous legislative bill will have to be 
taken into consideration by the state's 
law-makers 
He is especially strong 


in his reference to the financial sap- 
port of the state and urges that the 
permanent fund feature of the bigoode 
be borne iu mind. He calls attention 
to what has been done in the west 
where the proceeds of land sales have 
been devoted to school purposes and 
declares that in spite of the magnitude 
of the 
biennial 
appropriation for 


schools made by this state it does not 
make as good a showing per capita for 
educational purposes as New Jersey. 


••Iu reducing the time of euuipul- 
• jry attendance to seventy per centum 
of the school term, the time must be 
taken either from the beginning or tbe 
euu of the term, and cannot be deduct- 
ed from successive mouths, because 
the law specifically says that the child 
or children shall •attend eouiiuuous- 
ly,' and that in excusing absences for 
urgent reasons the term urgent rea- 
sons 'shall be strictly construed and 
shall not permit of irregular atten- 
dance.' 


To any one who will thoroughly in- 


vestigate conditions, it will be appar- 
ent that Pennsylvania is not ready to 
impose a four years' high school train- 
ing as a condition ioi entering the 
normal school. Wherever this policy 
has been adopted, the normal schools 
have become ladies' schools, to a large 
extent, the young men going to pro- 
fessional and technical schools which 
they can euter with the same prepara- 
tion 


The school should be made the 


place to which the children best like 
to go. 
The efforts of the teacher 


to secure regular attendance, by mak- 
ing the school attracth e should be 
supplemented by the vigilance of tbe 
attendance officer, who should ferret 
out the causes of absence and secure, 
ifpo&sible, by persuasive methods, 
and if not, then by Hues aud prose- 
cutions, the regular attendance of 
every pupil, 
whether enrolled in 


puplic or pmate schools. 


Legislation is needed to straighten 


out tue taugle iu which school holi- 
days now are under exi&tmg law-!. If 
all holidays are to be observed by 
closing the schools, the children will 
have more days out of school than in 
school. Appropriate exercises should 
make significant the days which are 
observed 
iu 
honor of Columbus, 


Washington or Lincoln. Nor is there 
a good reason for turning children out 
of school on election days aud other 
festal days named in the calendar. 
Directors should be e x p l i c i t l y 
empowered by law to regulate the 
observance of holidays by the schools 
under their jurisdiction. 


Employment Certificates 


"Legislation of great importance to 


the schools was enacted at the last 
session of the legislature. The issue 
of employment certificates to pupils 
whj are between 14 and 15 years of 
age will, after January 1, 1910, be en- 
tirely iu the hands of those in charge 
of the schools. To avoid the necessity 
of issuing two certificates, one under 
the mining act and the other under 
the factory law, a special form of cer- 
tificate was prepared, with tbe assist- 
ance of the deputy attorney general. 


"The law requires that the certifi- 


cates issued by those in charge of 
pri\ ate academies and parochial or de- 
nominational schools, shall be report- 
ed to the proper public school authori- 
ties, hence full lists will oe open for 
inspection by those who are anxious 
to prevent tne illegal employment of 
children 


"It will henceforth be less difficult 


to secure compliance with the laws 
regulating compulsory attendance aud 
employment certificates, because the 
officials who are responsible for the 
schooling of the child, will henceforth 
issue the employment certificates to 
minors between 14 and 16 years of age | 


Industrial Training. 


"In view of the decline of the ap 


prentice system, the feeling is grow- 
ing stronger that the schools should 
fit for bread winning and hence should 
train the pupils for industrial life 
The number of trades that can be aud 
are taught in the public schools is 
necessarily small. Most of the pupils 
leave school at 14 to go to work. Pre- 
vious to the 14th year tbe child is> too 
young to learn a trade. Tbe tools are 
too hea\y. The toil too se\ere for the 
strength 
of the boy. Bricklaying, 


carpentering a.id similar trades ha\e 
few applicants, most boys preferring 
electrical 
engineering. As soou a- 


they find difficulty in mastering en- 
gineering problems, they are willing 
to learn electric wiring aud processes 
which belong to handicraft. 


"Tbe public school inspires social 


ambition? which predispose the girl 
to work, if she must work, in a fac- 
tory or at a typewriter, in preference 
to entering domestic service. Tbe boy 
wishes an occupation that will not 
soil bis bauds or bis clothes. He does 
not wish a job but a position with a 
salary attached. Thus the trade school 
finds few candidates for many of the 
most useful handicrafts. Experiments

Pro 
thonotary Taughinbaugh is to be con 
grauilated upon the one year exte n 
sion of his office, the only official in 
Adams county who will receive the 
one >ear extension by reason of the 
amendments. Things are just happen 
ing to the fortunate prothonotary. an 
extension of his family by a daughter 
and the extension of his term of office, 
both decided this month. 


The director of the poor is not a 


State office and there will be an elec 
tion each year for director of the poor 
until the legislature otherwise deter 
mines, so there will be a director of 
the poor to be elected next year. 


The constitution of 1873 declared 


what offices shall be county offices and 
named them specifically and directors 
of poor were not named there being 
confusion at that time about care of 
the poor, in some counties the work 
being done by overseers of the poor. 
The extension of a year by the amend- 
ments is made to apply to county of- 
fices aud the director of poor not be 
ing such an office constitutionally, the 
amendments will not effect it. It is 
possible the next legislature will de 
clare director of poor and jury com- 
missioner to be county offices but un- 
til so declared the law is in force in 
this county of electing a director each 
year under the special act of 1817 cre- 
ating Adams County Alms House and 
providing for the election of directors. 


In November 1911, will occur the 


first municipal election at which all 
county, borough, ward and township 
offices will be elected and to the large 
county ticket will be added about 
every borough and township office.

Bromley Whartou general ageut 


and Secretary made a report to the 
State Board of Charities last Wednes- 
day aud iu his report the Adams 
| County jail is condemned with the 
jails iu uiue other counties. Iu what 
particular the jail of this county is 
not satisfactory has not been made 
public. 


The jail inside aud outside is i*i a 


better condition than it has been for 
years. The report of Mr. Wharton 
was based on inspections made prior 
toSherifTFissel taking charge of the 
jail. It is true the building is old and 
that there are much about the build- 
ing that is not modern, but the jail as 
far as the officials are responsible i» to 
iirst class condition aud no report 
made can in any way reflect upon 
them. 


It is simply a question whether the 


jail has became old and out of date as 
a prison. But this is a question that 
Adams County should not be called 
upon to answer for many year?. The 
science of penology has " undergone 
rapid changes in the last ten years. In 
the most advanced prisons those who 
break the laws, are being treated iu au 
entirely different way than they were 
ten years ago aud the advance in the 
future will in all probability be more 
rapid. Just what to do with those 
who have the disease of committing 
crimes is one of the big questions of 
the day. Pennsylvania has put into 
force a new law of probating those 
guilty of having the first attack of 
the disease. Other States have laws 
more advanced than this State and 
there is bouud to be many changes in 
the law until this question become 
anywise settled. 


In this unsettled condition of the 


science of penology it would be money 
thrown away for the county to build 
a new jail, that might be made an ob- 
solete institution in a tew years time 
by changes iu the law. The present 
jail well kept as it is by Sheriff Fissel 
and his good wife will answer every 
need of the county for the present.

AMuauv owner* of laud are think- 


ing of planting fruit trees thin fall, 
the following taken from the corres- 
pondence of Professor H. A. Surface, 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Harnsburg. State Xoologist. will be 
read by them with interest- 


A professional man of Chambers- 


burg wrote for information concern- 
ing the planting ot an orchard, and 
among other thiugs contained in his 
letter was the following: 


-My soil is specially adapted to the 


peach, but apples also do very well, j 
ami tm\e liie ad* avitutfe ..f longer sea- 
son of harvesting. 
.My professional 


duiie-s render it almost imp >ssible lor 
me to take the time to handle and 
care lor a peach orchard and crop as 
it should be done, aud 1 do not want 
to plant a single tree that I feel tbat 1 
shall not have tune to stive some per- 
sonal attention. 
In other words I 


would rather have five hundred apple 
trees well cared for than live thous- 
and neglected.'' 


The Professor's reply was as follows: 
••I acknowledge your letter of re- 


cent date, conceruintr your orchard 
planting, and cau say that it will be a 
good plan to plaut your apple trees 
;>Sor40 feet apart, aud also plaut 
peach trees half way between them as 
tillers. Your peach cr»p will more 
thau pay for the cost of planting, and 
after getting about three fruit crops 
from these trees,-you will be entirely 
independent ou that score, aud will 
have one or two of the crops as entire- 
ly clear gain. Thau you cau well af- 
ford to cut out the peach trees, and 
the apple treed will come into profit- 
able bearing, aud be really improved 
in everv respect by having received 
the treatment that peach aud apple 
trees need while they are youuu. 1 
am confident that you will get more 
profit from an acre planted iu peach, 
thau from two acres iu apple trees, 
although I must admit that, if not 
giveu good attention the peach will 
uot endure nearly as long as the 
apple; but even the apple trees will 
not be profitable iu this State if neg- 
lected. We must count with certaiu- 
ty ou their getting Sau Jose scale 
sooner or later, aud thus the only 
thiug to do is to be prepared for an 
extensive warfare to control this pest. 


"I agree with you that it is much 


better to have a small orchard, well 
cared for thau a larger one neglected. 
As to whether you grow apples or 
peaches, or both, will depend upon 
your own iucliuatiou iu the matter, 
but your only trouble as to successful 
fruit growing will be the care of the or- 
chard, with the paying of special at- 
tention to the suppression of pests. If 
you need help iu this direction, we 
shall be glad to give it."

H. A. Surlace, State Zoologist of Pa., 
ae follows: 


"Will you kindly ad vise me whether 


the San Jose scale is being controlled 
iu your State, aud, if so, what reme- 
dies are being used to destroy it ?" 


The answer of Professor Surface was 


as follows: 


"Replying to your recent letter ask- 


ing if the Han Jose scale is being con- 
trolled in this State, I beg to say that 
this depends upou the man behind the 
spray rod. We have many striking 
examples of men who are controlling 
it iu an eminently satisfactory man- 
ner, as well as examples of persons 
who have not controlled it. It is true 
that where no spraying is being done 
for it, or where the wrong materials, 
such as the soluble oils, or too greatly 
diluted commercial preparations of 
any kind, are being used, or where the 
spraying is not done thoroughly, It is 
not being controlled. 
But this does 


not discourage our progressive fruit 
growers who know by experience that 
the Sau Jose scale problem in Penn- 
sylvania is solved by the application 
of the boiled lime-sulphur wash either 
home-boiled or iu the form of the com- 
mercial preparation. Tlie latter should 
not as a rule be diluted more than one 
to. eight, instead of one to eleveu as 
the manufacturers almost universally 
recommend. Our fruit growers have 
found this year, above all others, that 
absolute thoroughuent* in the keynote j 
to success, and that uot a spot or speck | 
of the batk from the most remote twig 
to the base of the trunk must be left 
unsprayed. 


"The fact that it is being controlled 


in an eminently successful manner is 
indicated by the very expensive plant- 
ing that is now going on in all the 
fruit growing sections of this State. 
Our fruit growers are taking renewed 
courage, and there never has been a 
year when nursery stock has been so 
completely bought up. notwithstand- 
ing the unusually high prices, and 
when planting has been so extensive- 
ly carried on as this fall, aud for next 
spring it promises to be still greater. 
We are satislied with results. 


"If any promiueut aud Intelligent 


person like yourself would doubt any 
of these statements in any regard, and 
will come into the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, I fchall take him over the State 
aod prove to him exactly what is here- 
in said, aud if I do not give him ample 
and sufficient proof of the full truth of 
"heee statements, I shall personally 
pay all the expenses of the inspection 
tour."
